The pro-Boer journals m agni­ 
fy the chance of petty reverses in Cape 
Colony and reproach the government 
for distorting ami suppressing essential 
facte in the m ilitary situation aud m is­ 
leading the country through silly opti­ 
mists. M ilitary critiej consider that the 
blunders committed in »m ding out re­ 
inforcem ents to the imperial yeomanry 
w ithout medical examination is utterly 
hie: curable during the closing period of 
the campaign aud a staunch imj*»rial 
journal like tho St. Jam es G azette is 
unable to understand why the govern­ 
m ent refused the offor of the (’anadian 
governm ent 
ta raise a regim ent of 
mounted men for hunting down the 
guerrilla nor why preliminaries were 
not arranged between the war office and 
Ottawa, and an 
unpleasant impasse 
avoided. 
The press censorship is not a new 
grievance and it does not explain the 
prevailing ignorance resi>eetiug the mU- 
itary operations in Cape Colony district, 
where small bauds of Boers have bt on 
hiding and looting.
